McGovern Stresses Record

Emphasizing her political accom- 
plishments, Sen. Patricia McGovern |_ 
(D-Lawrence) is on the campaign 
trail once again. 

“We've put together a good cam- 
paign...we’ve worked very hard,” 
McGovern said. 

Campaigning, which began last 
May, includes public appearances, 
advertising and fund-raising activ- | 
ities. 

For the first time in eight years, 
the general election for state senator 
will be a competitive affair. 

“T run a very positive campaign,” 
McGovern said. “I think the em- 
phasis should be on who you are, 
what you stand for and what you’d 
do on the constituent’s behalf, as op- 
posed to being negative towards 
your opponent.” 


McGovern has been in office since the the election in 1980 when she ousted 
the 40-year Democratic incumbent, Billy Wall, from office. 

The general election for state senator in the second Essex and Middlesex 
district—Andover, Billerica, Lawrence and Tewksbury—has been uncon- 
tested during the last eight years. 

Until now. 

Republican William E. Melahn of Andover is running for state senator of 
this district, forcing McGovern to run an aggressive campaign. 

“We have an opponent...I don’t take anything for granted,” McGovern’s 
campaign manager, Mary Beth Heffernan, said. 

McGovern’s platform is based on her political accomplishments while in 
office. She has been involved with many local and statewide issues. 

McGovern is responsible for state grants that fund projects in Andover. 

Two recent grants are the Public Works Economic Development Grant 
and the Community Development Action Grant. 

Money from the PWED grant has been used for the River Road project. 
McGovern said she has been involved with the state funding of this project 
since its inception in 1982. 

McGovern was also responsible for getting the CDAG money, which is 
being used for the City North development project, on the corner of York and 
Haverhill streets. 

McGovern also cited the state money that was used for commuter parking 
facilities on Route 28 in Andover. 

She is chairwoman of the Senate Ways and Means Committee and the first 
woman to hold that position. 

Being the chairwoman has been a plus for her constituents, according to 
McGovern. ‘It enhances my ability in getting grants or aid for the district,” 
she said. 

And she says it gives her the opportunity to take part in many broad- 
based policy initiatives, like the universal health care bill, the modernization 
of the court systems, environmental issues and, most recently, the auto 
insurance reform bill. 

McGovern was one of four senators to draft the auto insurance bill, which 
was approved by the Senate on Monday and will go to the House next week. 
It represents a 16 percent savings from this year’s rates by taking $400 
million out of the system. ae - 

Though many special interest groups dislike the bill, McGovern says she’s 
pleased with it. ‘‘It’s a good first step,” she said. “Frankly, it’s long over- 
due...the public was very angry (about the high auto insurance rates).”

Melahn: ‘Good Government 
Comes From Competition’

If confidence could be turned into 
votes, William Melahn would make 
Ronald Reagan’s 1984 presidential 
landslide seem like a shower of peb- 


bles. 

Although the North Andover-based 
attorney faces an uphill climb in the 
second district state senatorial race 
against Sen. Patricia McGovern, one 
of Massachusetts’ most powerful 
Democrats, Melahn is not intim- 
idated. 

“This is an election, not a coro- 
nation,”’ Melahn said. ‘I think peo- 
ple should run on their record, not 
their titles.”’ 

And straight for the incumbent’s 
record he has aimed. From the 
opening gun, Melahn has run his 
campaign in the path blazed by 
George Bush’s political machine. 
The major targets: taxes and the 


Massachusetts budget. 

“This campaign is a mirror of the presidential election in the sense that 
we’re (Bush and Melahn) both running against a liberal. And Sen. McGov- 
ern is a Dukakis-style liberal in a very real sense,” he said. 

Trumpeting endorsements from the Massachusetts Taxpayers Association 
and Citizens For Limited Taxation in his press releases, Melahn criticizes 
aah for “virtually never missing any tax increases in her 10 years in 
office.’’ 

Other releases have hit McGovern on basic Republican themes like the 
pledge of allegiance. Melahn also accuses the incumbent of holding up the 
recent auto insurance reform vote and constituent service. 

But his message returns to focus on liberalism and taxes. 

McGovern, said the challenger, is a person “who believes very strongly 
that if it moves, you tax it, then we’ll worry about how to sort out the budget 
later on. I think that’s exactly putting your priorities backward. We have to 
get the fiscal house in order before we worry about where we get the money 

rom.” 

Melahn feels his message will sink in through the second district, which 
includes Andover, Lawrence, Billerica and Tewksbury, because the area “‘is 
far more conservative than the senator that represents it.” 

During his 18 years as a practicing attorney, Melahn has represented 
many small businesses and individuals. Working in law has given him a 
practical education that he says would serve the district well. 

“T think it’s important we go back to the concept of the citizen legislator— 
a person who has accomplished something in the real world—and they can 
bring some of those skills and experiences into the state legislature. Far too 
often in this state we have elected someone who has really accomplished 
nothing as far as the private sector.” 

Locally, Melahn believes in affordable housing because “‘you have people 
who grow up in a town and can’t afford to find homes in it.” 

_However, ‘‘we have to have some type of modification because we’re get- 
ting complaints from people who feel the developers are taking advantage of 
the situation.”’ 

Melahn would also pay special attention to senior citizens. When his own 
father died two years ago, Melahn said he was aghast at the intricacy of his 
father’s financial affairs.

The senator says environmental issues are one of her priori- 
ties. According to an aide, McGovern worked extensively on the 
solid waste disposal bill, which is now a law in Massachusetts. 
She also released a policy report called Environmental Chal- 
lenge, a comprehensive report dealing with such things as acqui- 
sition of open space, harbor pollution and wetlands protection, 
the aide said. 

The Environmental Lobby of Massachusetts named McGovern 
the 1987 ‘Legislator of the Year” for her efforts. 

She’s been involved in legislation to modernize the court 
system in Massachusetts. It will enable the judicial branch of 
government to deal more efficiently with its case load, 
McGovern said. 

These broad-based policy initiatives affect her district, 
McGovern said. 

But her involvement in those issues doesn’t remove her from 
the local scene, she said. McGovern says she’s very visible in the 
communities and she holds office hours in Andover once a 
month. “I try to be as responsive as I can to the town,”’ she said. 

While admitting that she must balance her time between her 
district responsibilities and her duties as chairwoman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, McGovern says it is possible. “I 
try to balance the needs of the state with the needs of the 
district...and I think most of the time it balances very well.”

Visiting local senior centers recently, 
Melahn said ‘‘The impression I get from 
(the elderly) is that they’d like some 
attention. They get all kinds of promises 
that all kinds of money will be thrown at 
them but what I think they’d like is just a 
little TLC...tender loving care from their 
state senator.” 

But even if Melahn falls short in the 
election, one of his major goals will still 
have been accomplished. 

The current domination of Democrats 
in the state house “fs very bad for the

First-Time Faculty Get Lessons Of Their Own 


For the first time in their lives, 
John Harnois and Guy LoConte are 
going to school to teach, not to learn. 

But they say making the move 
from college into the working world 
hasn’t been a problem for the two 
new faculty members in the And- 
over school system. 

Harnois, a music teacher, and Lo- 
Conte, a guidance counselor, are 
both working in their chosen field for 
the first time. 

Harnois, 23, received his bache- 
lor’s degree in music education and 
performance last May from Ithaca 
College. He teaches students in the 
elementary and middle schools how 
to play string instruments—violin, 
viola and cello. 

“The biggest thing I learned from 
my college education is that I still 
have to learn,” Harnois said. ‘‘And, 
I think my college education gave 
me the tools to learn.” 

The knowledge gained from actu- 
ally teaching is much different than 
from college courses, Harnois said. 
“The experience of a job is nothing 
that you’re taught. 

“The fundamentals and teaching 
methods emphasized in college don’t 
prepare a new teacher to deal with 
real life teaching situations. What 
they teach you is too idealistic,” he 
said, because often a student doesn’t 
follow the step-by-step process 
taught in college.

gave Harnois his first dose of the 
real world. He says he asked the stu- 
dents what songs they wanted to 
sing in choir...but received no an- 
swer. 

“That fas bert gave me the in- 
sight, that I better think about what 
to do, if kids didn’t go along with 
what I’d planned,” Harnois said. 

Individual student pacing and re- 
tention of knowledge and dealing 
with parents and school administra- 
tions are all issues that come up fre- 
quently in the world of teaching, but 
are difficult to teach at college, Har- 
nois said. 

Talking with professors and per- 
sonal experience through inter- 
nships helped Harnois create his 
own ideas on how to deal with unex- 
pected situations, he said. 

No matter what happens, Harnois 
said, “I know what the end result 
should be... have to be confident 
that I can get to that end.” 

While admitting he was somewhat 
nervous in his first class, Harnois 
ean “T never felt like I couldn’t do 
i ie 

LoConte, a newly hired guidance 
counselor at Andover High, received 
his bachelor’s degree in history from 
the University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst and his master’s degree 
last June from Suffolk University in 
the counseling and human relations 
program. He is certified in school 
counseling. 

LoConte has on-the-job experi- 


ence. He was an intern at Lynnfield | 


High School for one year during his 
graduate study program. While 
there are minor variances from 
school to school — like scheduling 
procedures, he said, the major coun- 
seling aspect is the same. And, he 
said, his adjustment at Andover 
High has been smooth. 

His age, 25, is advantageous, Lo- 
Conte said. ‘‘A lot of times, students 
can relate their problems easier to 
someone younger.” 

The majority of Andover High 
students go on to college. LoConte, 
fresh from college himself, can re- 
late to students pursuing that option. 
“Pm not too far removed from the 
oe they’re going through,” he 
said. 

Still, there are many students who 
are not yet faced with post-high 
school decisions. Many of his stu- 
dents are freshmen. “It’s good be- 
cause we're both getting oriented to 
the school.” 

LoConte deals with students on a 
one-on-one basis, a situation he says 
he enjoys. ‘‘The kids are just them- 
selves, and they’re very honest,”’ he 
said. “I’m amazed at the diversity 
of kids; it makes it fun for me.” 

So far, LoConte says his main ef- 
forts have been aimed at getting ac- 
quainted with the students (about 
225) assigned to him. 

To get to know the kids outside of 
class, he said he’s planning on get- 


ting involved with the track team.

been purchased for each school in the sys- 
tem so that data can be more easily eval- 
uated. Systemwide results can also be 
obtained from this software program. 

Our eighth-grade applications course 
has added new textbooks so that students 
can receive better instruction for word 
processing, spreadsheet and data base 
activities. Each students will be using a 
hands-on guide textbook that will provide 
activities about the practical applications 
of these software tools. 

The high school business education 
program is expanding its use of computer 
technology. Students are using the Apple 
lab to learn typing and are using the IBM 
business computers to integrate modern 
accounting procedures into the account- 
ing curriculum. Four teachers were 
trained this summer to use a business ac- 
counting program from Southwestern 
Publishing. Students will be able to learn 
modern accounting procedures as well as 
traditional bookkeeping procedures. 

A new five-computer work station 

CAD/CAM lab has been provided for the 
industrial arts department. Industrial 
arts teacher Fred Baker was trained this 
summer to use the new equipment. Stu- 
dents will be able to learn drafting proce- 
dures not only with a T square and 
triangle but now will be able to use a 
mouse, digitizer, plotter and printer to 
create, edit and output educational de- 
signs. 
‘A new Macintosh lab at the high school 
will be used for word processing, graphic 
design and desktop publishing. A laser 
printer and scanner will be used to create 
newsletters for the English department. 
Students and teachers will also be trained 
to use the desktop publishing program 
Pagemaker to create educational materi- 
als. A Macintosh computer is also being 
used by the music department to create, 
edit and output students’ music composi- 
tions. 

This year there are four major curric- 
ulum areas under revision: mathematics, 
social studies, foreign language and lan- 
guage arts. Curriulcum committees will 
be reviewing how best to integrate educa- 
tional technologies into their respective 
programs. Educational software will be 
previewed and purchased as needed for 
each area. It is a major goal this year to 
coordinate our use of word processing 
programs in grades one through eight. 

The list of new goals indicates that this 
will be another exciting year for students 
and teachers. Already, in-service courses 
have begun to help teachers prepare to 
use these new technologies.

The entire ninth grade at the Pike 
School in Andover is at Camp Chewonki 
in Wiscasset, Maine. 

Similar to an Outward Bound experi- 
ence, the Chewonki program is based on 
the concept that when we challenge our- 
selves, we are able to do more than we 
think. Students are challenged individual- 
ly and as a group. They come to learn 
their limits and potential. Groups of 
ninth-graders spend a week in an en- 
campment with a Chewonki staff mem- 
ber and a teacher from Pike. They live in 
tents and are responsible for securing 
wood, building fire, cooking meals and 
cleaning up. 

Activitiess include a trust fall, donning 
safety harnesses and walking across raf- 
ters 15 feet above ground level and help- 
ing each other to cross a gulch while on 
ropes stretched high above a stream. This 
week enables ninth-graders to test them- 
selves mentally and physically, to realize 
better the depth of their potential and to 
bond together as a class. 

During the first week of this month, 
Pike fifth-graders were at Sargent Camp 
Environmental Center in Peterborough, 
N.H. The students and some of their tea- 
chers explored the environment and natu- 
ral history of a part of New England. 
Living in cabins, they pursued an educa- 
tional program which built on what they 
have learned in their science and geog- 
raphy classes at Pike. Activities included 
forest walks during the day and at night, 
orienteering, canoeing and studying wet- 
lands. Students kept journals in which 

they recorded their scientific obser- 
vations and after returning to school 
wrote about and reported on their individ- 
ual and group experiences.

In recognition of the important role 
women play in the political process as 
voters and candidates, the Andover His- 
torical Society will mount a special exhi- 
bition entitled “Their Voice Was Heard:

In Andover’s rural days, it was easy for 
the bluebird to find nesting sites, accord- 
ing to Marc D. Koolen, faculty head of 
PAOS and biology instructor at the acade- 
my. “As Andover began to grow and de- 
velopment began to claim these open 
spaces, the pressures on the bluebird in- 
creased dramatically,” Koolen said. 
“The last official record of nesting 
bluebirds in Andover is now approxi- 
mately 15 years old. Even sighting a mi- 
gratory bluebird within our borders is 
extremely rare.”’ 

These statistics aren’t unique to And- 
over, according to Koolen, who said the 
bluebird has suffered across the country 
as a result of development and competi- 
tion from the European starling and En- 
glish sparrow, also known as the house 
sparrow. He said recent estimates place 
bluebird populations down approximately 
90 percent nationwide. 

PAOS is organizing a townwide effort to 
construct a “bluebird trail’ in Andover. 
Koolen said a bluebird trail is a series of 
specifically designed nest boxes placed in 
the bluebird’s proper habitat and mon- 
itored periodically to gather data.

Learning About Plastic 


By Virginia Cole 


Now that we are branching out from the 
simple, paper, glass, (green, brown and 
clear), to the modern world of plastic, 
perhaps we must learn the lingo. I’ve nev- 
er been one to master the alphabetic 
short names of missiles or types of com- 
puters, but I shall try with plastic. 

The kind of plastic that can now be re- 
cycled is called HDPE (High Density 
Polyethylene). More than 2.2 billion 
pounds of HDPE household bottles were 
sold in 1987, almost 10 pounds for every 
person in the United States (courtesy of 
the Christian Science Monitor’). This plas- 
tic has many uses when recycled. Finding 


markets for recyclables has always been 
a big stumbling block in increasing the 
tonnage recycled. At last a market for 
HDPE plastic has been found. Lumber 
and things made from lumber seem the 
most exciting. Andover Recycling has 
heard a speaker explain this and actually 
handled pieces of the product. It can be 
sawed, nailed, screwed, fashioned into 
different shapes and sizes and, of course, 
it never rots. That’s why we want it out of 
the landfill. It is permanent. 

Our milk comes in HDPE plastic, par- 
ticularly gallons and half gallons, orange 


juice sometimes and all cider. Deter- 
gents, motor oil, yogurt, margerine, 
shampoo, peanut butter and some liquor 
are in this plastic. All these containers 
must be drained before being recycled, 
but it is not necessary to wash them. We 
will collect them at the glass bin once a 
month at the Town Office parking lot. 
Please start saving. You can crush them 
so the bulk is not so great. As usual, the 
reasons are to reduce the amount sent to 
the incinerator and save the $63 per ton it 
costs. But we are also finding a new, use- 
ful substitute for wood that will last far 
longer. Other parts of the country, cities 
near Chicago for instance, have found 
this interest in getting rid of plastic from 
the waste stream has pushed up the glass 
recycling too. Remember, glass is the 
hardest to get rid of for the incinerator 
and when the incinerator breaks down, 
we are back to landfills and pollution.

Robert Gerard Lee, 55, chairman, pres- 
ident and chief executive officer of 1st 
American Bancorp. Inc. in Boston, died 
unexpectedly Thursday, Oct. 13, 1988, at 
his home on Twinbrook Circle. 

A highly respected banker, Mr. Lee 
also served on the boards of more than a 
dozen industry and charitable organiza- 
tions.

Monday night, out of some 15 citizens submit- 
ting applications, six came before the board and 
were asked several questions, including their un- 
derstanding of basic ZBA responsibilities. 

“T see the ZBA as a forum to resolve competing 
interests,” said Paul Broude, an attorney living 
at 26 Orchard Crossing. ‘‘What it takes is a dose 
of common sense.” 

Wakefield lawyer Daniel Casper, 232 Andover 
St., feels the ZBA’s job is to ‘interpret and imple- 
ment town zoning bylaws” and “‘stay away from 
creating laws.” 

Former Methuen ZBA chairman and local at- 
torney Samuel J. Concemi, 101 Central St., said 
the ZBA shouldn’t implement zoning bylaws, but 
should “provide relief for citizens from the stat- 
utes of the town.”’ 

Philip Kochman, 9 Pinecrest Road, who works 
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in industrial management, said he would “‘pro- 
vide a certain amount of fairness for people seek- 
ing release’’ from town zoning bylaws. 

A local architect, David Brown of 11 Glenwood 
Road, said his job experience would help the 
ZBA. “I think it would be useful to have someone 
trained in reading architectual plans who can 
evaluate them properly from a design point of 
view and analyze design alternatives.”’ 

TK, an Andover attorney, said his legal abili- 
ties would serve the ZBA well. “‘A lawyer is 
trained to handle matters of law and as a lawyer 
I’ve been trained to interpret law.” 

Wesson drew a chuckle from the audience 
when he told the candidates “If I was starting up 
e law firm, I think I’d offer all you guys a posi- 
ion.’ 

The selectmen will make a final decision at 
their Nov. 7 meeting. 


Board Postpones Fee Hike 


To Revoke Merrimac’s License 


State Department of Public Utilities of- 
ficials expect to decide by next week 
whether to pull the operating license of a 
local commuter bus company for alleged- 
ly not repairing a bus that was later in- 
volved in a traffic accident. 

A Merrimac Transportation Co. lawyer 
defended the firm in a DPU hearing last 
week, calling company employees to tes- 
tify that Grayline bus 7601 was in good 
running order when the Sept. 20 accident 
occurred.

At the Oct. 12 hearing, Judy DuPeil, a 
DPU inspection supervisor, presented the 
state’s case, which stood behind testimo- 
ny from the busdriver, Scotti Brancon- 
nier of Amesbury, who testified that the 
brakes failed while driving in slow, bump- 
er-to-bumper traffic on Route 93 near Wo- 
burn. 

The bus rear-ended a small pickup, 
causing the two male occupants of the 
truck to hit their heads on the rear win-

The Board of Selectmen Monday night postponed a proposed 
fee hike for use of town facilities until their next meeting. 

The increases, which average about 20 percent, will mostly 
affect town clubs and organizations that rent school gymnasiums 
and cafeterias for local functions. 

The selectmen were prepared to vote at the Monday night 
meeting but decided to delay their decision when a representa- 
tive from the Andover League of Women Voters demanded an 
opportunity for public input. 

Although Selectman Charles Wesson noted the proposed in- 
creases are minimal, he supported continuing the matter to the 
board’s Nov. 7 meeting. The board agreed, approving the contin- 
uance, 5-0. 

The fees and proposed increases are broken down with current 
fee first, proposed increase after slash. 

Non-profit groups whose event is not intended to raise money 
are charged: for the Andover High School gym, $50/$60; the AHS 
cafeteria, $40/$60. The middle school gym and cafeteria goes for 
$25/40, the auditorium $50/$60. Elementary school gyms and caf- 
eterias run $25/$30 with the auditorium costing $40/$50. Other 
facilities cost $15/$20. 

Non-profit groups raising money are charged: for the Andover 
High gym, $100/$100, the AHS cafeteria, $75/$100. Middle school 
gym and cafeteria cost $75/$80, the auditorium $100/$100. Fl- 
ementary school gyms and cafeterias run $50/$60 with the audi- 
torium costing $75/$80. Other facilities cost $25/$30. 

Business groups raising money are charged: for the Andover 
High gym, $200/$200, the cafeteria, $150/$200. Middle school 

runs $200/$200 and cafeterias $150/$200; auditoriums 
$150/$200. Fees for elementary school gyms and cafeterias are 
$150/$175; auditoriums $150/$175. Other facilities cost $75/$100. 

Business groups conducting non-fund-raising functions are 
charged the same rate as non-profit groups holding fund-raisers. 

Scouting group fees will hold the line at $2 per use while youth 
league charges will go from $2 to $2.50 per use. Other youth 
groups will be raised from $7.50 to $10 per use. 

All non-resident fees will double.

Another Whack 


In keeping with traditional Andover practice, 
Andover selectmen this week decided to increase 
fees for use of public buildings. 

The only reason the new fees were not imposed 
is that a member of the League of Women Voters 
requested a delay to see if there might be some 
public input on the matter. 

Thus, the matter has been tabled until Nov. 7. 

The only thing certain at this point is that the 
proposed new rental rates will be delayed a little 
longer. 

It is a pretty common practice for Andover’s 
administration to impose user fees wherever and 
whenever possible and also to increase them 
from time to time. 

The state has followed this practice as well. 
But, at the state level, administrators and legis- 
lators pride themselves on balancing the budget, 
but then finding new ways to tax people on such 
things as increasing motor vehicle fines, license 
fees, small claims court costs, etc. No tax in- 
crease, just a back door approach to new fund- 


ing. 

In Andover, however, in case it hasn’t been 
noticed, the fees are imposed and the taxes in- 
creased with no appreciable improvement in mu- 
nicipal services. 

Selectmen indicate that the new fees are mini- 
mal, which may be true. 

But any increase results in additional costs to 
those who use Andover’s municipal facilities.

It matters not what group is going to use either 
the gymnasiums or the cafeterias for meetings, 
somebody has to pay the bill and the organization 
is going to pass that cost along in either dues or 
admission fees. 

Public buildings are just that. They were built 
through taxpayer expense and while it may be 
right to have some costs passed on to users, the 
fees should be purely minimal and the buildings 
enjoyed by those who funded them in the first 
place. 

Andover residents are just simply overbur- 
dened with user fees and a tax structure which 
constantly rises. 

There will be no relief forthcoming through the 
delay in acting on the proposed new fees. Some 
people may appear at the next selectmen’s meet- 
ing to question the proposal. Maybe even the 
League of Women Voters, who requested the ta- 
bling of the action, may have some input on the 
matter. 

But, assuredly, the selectmen will go along 
with the increases, unless they make a serious 
turn in their traditional thinking. 

There is, of course, a little solace in the ulti- 
mate decision. 

The proposed increases were thought about 
some time around June. Then the selectmen took 
the summer off, thus taking no action, which may 
have saved some groups a few dollars along the 
way.

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The Andover High boys’ and girls’ soccer teams continued their domina- 
tion of the Merrimack Valley Conference, and just about anyone else who 
dares to challenge them, as both enjoyed highly successful weeks. 

The boys, defending champs and winner's of six MVC titles in the last 
seven years, moved to the familiar confines of first place in the Large School 
Division of the Merrimack Valley Conference following a huge 5-0 victory 
over previously-undefeated Chelmsford and a 9-2 romp over Lawrence High. 

The girls, undefeated defending state Division 1 co-champs, secured their 
second straight MVC crown with a 10-0 romp over Dracut and weathered 
serious challenges from Eastern Massachusetts powerhouses Foxboro and 
North Andover. 

The Andover girls, 12-0-1 this fall, 20-0-3 in their last 23 starts over a two- 
year period, and 10-0-0 in the MVC, have a five-point edge over second place 
Chelmsford with just two league games remaining. 

In the big non-leaguers last week, Andover battled undefeated 1987 state 
Division 2 champ Foxboro to a 0-0 tie and then handed North Andover a 2-0 
setback for the Scarlet Knights’ second loss of the season. 

The Andover High volleyball team moved within three victories of a first- 
ever tournament berth, improving to 8-4 with wins over Lowell (2-0) and 
Methuen (2-1). 

The boys’ and girls’ cross country squads were not as successful, dropping 
both ends of a tri-meet against Billerica and Methuen. 

In field hockey last week, Andover tied Methuen, dropped a 2-1 non-league 
decision to North Andover and lost to undefeated league leader Wilmington. 

Boys’ Soccer 

The Andover boys’ soccer team, after looking up at Chelmsford most of 
the year, passed the Lions in the standings with a crucial 5-0 victory over 
that club. 

A Chelmsford victory would have just about eliminated the Golden War- 
riors from title consideration, but AHS always seems to win the big games 
and this arclight contest at Chelmsford High was no exception. 

That victory, coupled with a key 2-2 tie between Chelmsford and third 
place Billerica last weekend, pushed coach Dave Amundsen’s crew one point 
ahead of the Lions and two up on Billerica entering this week’s play. 

Andover stood 9-2-1 in the league for 19 points, 10-2-1 overall, while Chelms- 
ford checked in at 7-1-4 for 18 points and Billerica 7-2-3 for 17 points. 

All three teams have three games remaining, and barring any major up- 
sets the championship could once again be determined on the final day of the 
regular season (Oct. 26) as it was last year. 

Andover played Lowell (5-7-0) yesterday, travels to Central Catholic to- 
morrow, and wraps up by hosting Billerica next Wednesday night at Lovely 
Field (7 p.m.). 

Chelmsford closes with Lawrence, Lowell and Central, while Billerica has 
Central, Lawrence and Andover. 

Last fall Andover trailed Billerica by one point entering the final regular- 
season game between the two, and the Warriors beat the Indians 3-1 on their 
own field to clinch the crown. 

“Tt will probably come down to that final day,” agreed Amundsen, ‘‘al- 
though both Lowell and Central play us tough so we can’t take anything for 
granted.” 

Andover and Chelmsford had struggled to a 0-0 tie in the season opener for 
both two months earlier, and the rematch was a 1-0 nailbiter until the Golden 
Warriors erupted to score four goals within a 12-minute stretch early in the 
second half. 

Five different players found the range for goals, Scott Clementi pocketing 
the game-winner prior to the rapid-fire insurance scores from Brad Cronin, 
Capt. Peter Kannam (unassisted), senior midfielder Mark Angelos and se- 
nior halfback Matt Pothier. 

Pothier, who shares the team scoring lead with Clementi despite missing 
several games with foot, hand and back injuries, passed out two assists and 
Chris Merrill one. 

Eric Hammond and junior Mike Sintros combined for the shutout, making 
six saves, and overall the Warriors outgunned Chelmsford 17-6. 

“This game went much the same as the 0-0 tie, as far as territorial advan- 
tage, but this time we made our chances count,” said Amundsen. ‘‘We had 
excellent intensity and really smothered Chelmsford on defense.” 

The veteran AHS coach lauded the defensive play of Dave Manning, junior 
Chuck Jessico, junior Kevin Murphy, James Spinelli and Eric Jones. 

The 9-2 romp over Lawrence wasn’t quite as easy as the score indicates, 
the Lancers leading 2-1 just 10 minutes into the contest. 

Andover bounced back for a 4-2 advantage by halftime, then put it away 
with five goals in the final 40 minutes. 

“Lawrence is a much better team than the one we played earlier this 
year,”’ said Amundsen. ‘They took advantage of several defensive lapses to 
score their goals, which came on two virtual breakaways.”’ 

Eric Hammond, who started the game despite stomach problems, gave 
way to Mike Sintos at the 20-minute mark of the first half. Sintros blanked 
Lawrence over the final 60 minutes, making two saves.

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Warriors Downed By Methuen

The Andover High football team, 
plagued by four turnovers and burned by 
an impressive 221-yard, 14-point perfor- 
mance by Methuen senior running back 
Dan Fugge, dropped a 20-0 decision to the 
Rangers last Saturday in a heated battle 
at Nicholson Stadium. 

Fugge and Methuen’s defensive front 
were the stories, as they combined to 
hand the Golden Warriors their second 
shutout loss in four games. 

Andover, struggling offensively with 
just 21 points thus far, fell to 1-2-1 overall. 

Methuen won its fourth straight, im- 
proving to 4-1-0 overall, and the Rangers’ 
starting defensive unit has allowed just 
one touchdown in the last 18 quarters dur- 
ing consecutive victories over Billerica 
(14-6), Wilmington (14-0), Lawrence (26- 
6) and Andover. 

Rangers’ down linemen Dave Mambro, 
Bill Hitchmont and Pat Keough, along 
with linebacker and pursuit master Dan 
Getchell, stuffed Andover’s running game 
and held the Warriors to -14 yards on the 
ground in 21 carries. 

Quarterback Steve Surette was an en- 
dangered species all afternoon, sacked 
four times for 30 yards in losses. He was 
forced to scramble on most pass plays, 
and late in the game was shaken up 
enough to miss two series of downs. 

Fugge, a 6-foot, 180-pound senior full- 
back, enjoyed a career day with 221 yards 
on 33 workhorse carries. He also scored 
his seventh and eighth touchdowns of the 
season on runs of 26 and four yards, 
rushed for a controversial two-point con- 
version, punted once, parked cars and 
locked up the stadium when it was over. 

There is no love lost between these two 
teams, the longstanding rivalry dating 
back many years, and the final few min- 
utes of this contest disintegrated into a 
series of unsportsmanlike conduct penal- 
ties and verbal exchanges. 

There was no violence but the Andover 
squad did need a precautionary police es- 
cort to the bus following the contest.

The Rangers, leading 6-0 after just 
three minutes, threatened for more im- 
mediately when Andover fumbled the en- 
suing kickoff into the waiting arms of 
special teams’ member Jason Amiss. 

Fugge was stopped for no gain, howev- 
er, and three straight Kelleher passes 
went astray.

Common com- 
plaints related to 
the use of visual dis- 
play terminals in- 
clude eye irritatin, 
fatigue and head- 
aches. Studies indi- 
cate that most of 
these problems are 
related to improper 
visual correction or 
to improper 
workspace or VDT 
design. 

‘‘People may 
need to have their 
glasses adjusted so 
they can see at that 
distance,” says Eu- 
gene Ciccarelli, 
president of the 
Massachusetts So- 
ciety of Eye Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, 
pointing out that 
computer screens 
are usually farther 
away than regular 
reading material. 
He also notes that if 
a VDT is not posi- 
tioned correctly, bi- 
focal wearers may 
have to crane their 
necks to see the 
screen, resulting in 
muscle strain. 

VDTs, claim 
some users, have 
led to nearsighted- 
ness. But, explains 
Cicarelli, this is 
more likely to be 
caused by the in- 
ability to adjust for 
seeing at various 
distances. 

He does add that 
while using a com- 
puter the eyes may 
become tired and 
temporarily not be 
able to focus as 
well. This is similar 
to what happens 
when reading a 
book or doing other 
close-up work. 
Glancing up now 
and then can help to 
relieve this tired- 
ness. 

Stress, boredom 
and discontent with 
work can als con- 
tribute to eye fa- 
tigue. (Isn’t it 
interesting to note 
that although tele- 
visions are similar- 
ly constructed, few 
complain of eye 
problems even after 
hours of viewing?) 

Users have ques- 
tioned the amount 
of radiation emitted 
from VDTs and its 
possible effects on 
the eyes.
